2. Tuberculosis in cows is of eco 
nomic importance in that it increases 
the cost of milk and meat. By so doing 
it indfrectly contributes to human tu- 
berculosis, since consumption and high 
cost of food are related. 

Threatens Economic Welfare. 

3. Tuberculosis in cows threatens 
the economic welfare of the dairymen 
and of bankers, merchants, and all 
others in the dairy district. 

4. In any campaign for the control 
of tuberculosis in human beings notice 
must be taken of all the great 
reservoirs of tubercle bacilli. 


Farmers are foolish to fight the tuber- 
culin testing of cows. A tuberculous 
cow does not give nearly the amount 
of milk given by a healthy cow. ‘The 
test should be nation-wide.

ROME, Dec. 23.—A papal bull which | 
will probably go down in history as | 
one of the most sensational issued by | 
a modern pope tonight was published 
by Pope Pius XI. It proclaims Chris- 
tianity as the supreme religion of the 
world and demands that it. be given 
supremacy ovér al] other religions. 
The pope’s encyclical terms govern- 
ments organized without participation 
of the church and clergy as “ pests of 


society.” He urges Catholics to ven- 
erate “Christ the King” in order that 
“this pest with all its errors will be 
removed.” 

The bull does not mince words. It 
says that the church cannot depend 
upon governments. The pope attrib 
utes the political torments of today to 
the injuries caused by the separation 
of the church from the state. 


Demands Liberty for Church. * 

“Rather than pass in silence the 
sweet name of our Redeemer in inter- 
national conferences or parliaments, it 
is necessary to acclaim his name more 
than ever and announce to the worid 
his royal dignity and power,’’ the bull 
admonishes. “It is necessary that we 
recall that the church was established 
by Christ as the perfect society.” 

Further-on the pontiff asserts, “ The 
church demands as its right—a right 
which it cannot renounce—plenary lib- 
erty and independence of the civil 
powers. Because of its divine mis- 
sion to conduct mankind to eternal 
happiness it cannot depend on the 
good will Gf otters.” 

The pope demands that “ civil socie- 
ties must concede liberties to religious 
orders and associations.” 


Orders New Religious Féte. 

The pope’s encyclical suggests re 
forms whereby his demands may be 
carried out. After attributing the po- 
litical difficulties of the world to the 
failure of statesmanship to consider 
the teachings of Christ, he admon- 
ishes government magistrates and lead- 
ers to worship Christ as their duty 
demands. 

Pope Pius sets aside the last Sunday 
in October of each year for the cele- 
bration of the festival of the “ king- 
dom of Jesus Christ.”” This year the 
féte will be celebrated on Dec. 31. 

The bull, which is addressed to all 
primates, patriarchs, archbishops, and 
ordinary prelates and other representa- 
tives of the holy see throughout the 
world, is more than 5,000 words long. 
Regarding the new féte day, his holi- 
ness wrote “the celebration which is 
to occur is not only for citizens but 
also as an admonition for magistrates 
and government chiefs of their duty to 
worship Christ.” 

Hopes for Church Union. 

Allusion is made to the unification 
of the Christian church, and hope is 
expressed that “ those outside the king- 
dom will accept the ‘yoke of Christ.” 
With this wish the pontiff gives his 
benediction.

POTTER’S SCHEME 


ROBS GOOD ROADS, 
SARGENT CHARGE 


Pooling Plan Is Called 
More than Socialism. 


The Potter pooling plan for railroad 
rate increases would, if adopted, be the 
beginning of the end of private owner- 
ship and management, Fred W. 
Sargent, president of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad, said yesterday 
in response to Mark W. Potter's action 
in reviving this scheme for considera- 
tion by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. . 

“The plan for pooling earnings as 
proposed by the co-receiver of the St. 
Paul road is more than socialism be- 
cause it makes one company respon- 
sible for the inefficiency of other com- 
panies and puts a premium on mis- 
management,” Mr. Sargent said. 

“The scheme takes from the stock- 
holders of a well managed railway 
property their earnings even before 
such stockholders have had a fair re- 


turn on their investment, and gives

them to other compaines which may 
‘riot have been so well managed or not 
so wel) situated in reference to volunie 
of traffic. 


Injustice Is Miustrated. 


“It does this without any offsetting 
compensation. To illustrate: One road 
might be earning 3 per cent while an- 
other might be making but 1 per cent. 
This plan would take from the 3 p:-1r 
cent road and give to the 1 per cent 
road. This division would be made be- 
fore the better road reached the rea- 
sonable return of 6 per cent. 

“To take from the stockholders of 
one road before they are receiving a 
fair return is confiscation. It is the 
taking of property of one set of owners 
for the benefit of others, without com- 
pensation. ' 


Potter Defends Plan. 


Mr. Potter, in his memorandum on 
this subject, refers to the discourage- 
ment of initiative and efficiency argu- 
ment as follows: 

“It cannot be that there is serious 
prospect that a responsible manage- 
ment operating so efficiently as to earn 
more than its fair return will delib- 
erately or carelessly bécome inefficient 
or permit growth of improper prac- 
tices.

Physician Traces 
Eye Troublesto. 
Excessive Smoking 


Now that the ban has been lifted on 
smoking at Bryn Mawr and toleration 
of girl smokers is current in a number 


of circles, we read with dismay that 
tobacco is the cause of a good deal of 
troubles with eyesight. We have for 
authority on this, Dr. Edward Jackson, 
of Denver, Colo. 

Impairment of sight through tobacco‘ 
smoke was admittedly more common 
among men than among women. But 
that was before woman took to having 
her cigarettes with her breakfast tray, 
which many, it is claimed. now do. 

Age it is volunteered,. has an im- 
portant influence in causing fmpatr- 
ment of sight and in the not-infrequent 
cases of partial blindness from tobacco 
usage. _ The majority of causes occur 
in men over 40. Apparently with age 
the power of the optic nerve to resist 
the poison becomes less. '

“Influences that lower the general 
health often seem to bring: on the 
trouble with sight,” says Dr. Jackson. 
“When this failure of vision occurs 
before the age of 40, the general health 
has mostly been impaired either by 
excessive use of tobacco, or alcoholic 
etimulants, or. by other excesses,” 
The first thing noticed:by a sufferer 
from tobacco amblyopia, according to 
Dr.’ Jackson, is *the appearance of a 
cloud before his eyes, in the direction 
he is trying to look.

Boys Confess Playing. 

The boys confessed to having taken 
part in the game at the White Sox 
park nearly two weeks ago between 
the Milwaukee team and the Chicago 
Cardinals, both members of the Na- 
tional Pro league. They played, they 
said, because they were led into it, be- 
lieving it was a practice contest, and 
they wanted to-learn some of the fine 
points of the game from the big pro 
itars. They didn’t get one penny for 
their services. They declared they 
didn't realize they were injuring their 
amateur standing. 

It was a verdict that stamped those 
lads in their teens as professionals, 
While this board has no jurisdiction 
over the boys after they have finished 
their high school courses, it is unlikely 
that they will be permitted to take 
part In athletics in college.
